8 5. Answering paragraph 3(sic) on page 3 of the petition. Respondent generally and specifically 

9 denies each and every material allegation of fact asserted therein. 

10 6. Answering paragraph 4(sic) on page 3 of the petition, Respondent generally and specifically 

11 denies each and every material allegation of fact asserted therein. 

12 7. Answering paragraph 5(sic) beginning on page 3 and paragraph 6 (sic) beginning on page 4 of 

13 the petition, said paragraph appears to consist entirely of legal argument not requiring a response in this 

14 Answer. 

15 8. Answering paragraph 7 (sic) on page 4 of the petition and paragraph 8, said paragraphs appear 

16 to be part of the prayer for relief and contain no material allegations of fact.

18 AFFIRMATIVE DEFENSES 

19 13. First Affirmative Defense. The petition fails to state facts sufficient to constitute any cause 

20 or causes of action against respondent, or the breach of or non-compliance with any ministerial duty
